HCI  helps  determine  eligibility, 
arranges  for  inspection  of  eligible 
property,  and  will  provide  the 
homeowner  with  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  concerning  repairs  and 
estimated  costs  for  the  work. 

If  acceptable  to  the  owner,  HCI 
will  then  aid  in  obtaining  bids  for 
the  reconstruction  and  will  assist 
September  1978  with  loan  applications. 

The  program  may  also  be  used 
for  purchasing  homes  with  or 
without  rehabilitation.  Prospec¬ 
tive  buyers  should  consult  the 
HCI.

Unit  Breakup 

Fear  has  been  expressed  by 
some  OMI  residents  that  the 
decentralization  of  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Police  Community  Rela¬ 
tions  Unit  (PCRU)  in  mid-July 
will  have  an  adverse  effect  on 
police  services  in  the  OMI 
neighborhood. 

This  concern  was  reported  by 
Joelle  Adlerblum  who  conducted 
the  OMI  Community  Needs 
survey.  She  found  that  a  number 
of  OMI  residents  feared  an  in¬ 
crease  in  drug-related  problems 
and  cited  a  need  for  more  police. 

Others  in  the  neighborhood 
have  taken  a  wait-and-see  at¬ 
titude,  believing  it  is  too  soon  to 
evaluate  changes. 

The  PCRU,  formed  16  years 
ago,  had  been  a  model  of  its  kind. 
Its  members  are  now  working  out 
of  the  nine  police  districts  in  The 
City  instead  of  from  a  central  of¬ 
fice.  (Officer  Will  Battle,  well- 
known  throughout  the  OMI  area, 
is  at  Park  Station.) 

The  Community  Relations 
Committee,  all  civilian 
volunteers  who  worked  with 
PCRU,  will  continue  to  function, 
according  to  Dr.  L.R.  Ludwigsen, 
Sr.  He  has  served  as  the  commit¬ 
tee  chairman  since  civilians  were 
recruited  to  work  with  the  PCRU 
in  1962. 

Water  bill  a  drain? 
write  for  relief  data 

For  some  households,  the  item 
on  the  water  bill  marked  “sewer” 
is  half  or  more  of  the  total  bill. 

Persons  who  use  water  on 
gardens  may  be  eligible  for  some 
relief.  Garden  water  does  not 
enter  the  city  sewer  system  as 
does  household  waste  water.

Sometimes,  even  in  this  most 
wonderful  City,  there  seem  to  be 
too  many  problems.  Let  me  share 
with  you  two  of  the  more  im¬ 
mediate  and  serious  questions 
now  worrying  City  Hall. 

•  Please  watch  RE¬ 
ASSESSMENT  notices  very 
carefully.  Your  actual  payment 
of  Real  Estate  taxes  could  be 
higher  than  ever  before,  even 
under  Jarvis-Gann,  particularly 
if  your  home  was  sold  or  transfer¬ 
red  after  March  1st  of  1975.  You 
may  want  to  appeal  a  re¬ 
assessment.  For  further  informa¬ 
tion  call  my  office  at  558-2943. 

•  A  second  taxpayer  concern  lies 
in  sewer  service  “charges.”  As  I 
have  pointed  out  in  Board 
meetings,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
design  a  more  expensive  sewer 
construction  plan  than  this  City 
has  chosen.  And  the  plan  will 
have  to  be  paid  for  by  us. 

If  you  are  worried  NOW  about 
sewer  service  “charges,”  “you 
ain’t  seen  nuthin’  yet!”  My  vote 
was  AGAINST  the  more  expen¬ 
sive  system  but  my  position  lost. 
As  a  result, In  the  next  few  years 
the  present  service  “charges” 
will  TRIPLE.  There  is  still  time 
to  lower  the  cost  but  it  will  take 
considerable  public  pressure  to 
reverse  this  costly  action.

Property  taxes 

Every  property  owner  in  San 
Francisco  received,  in  July,  a 
notice  of  assessment  on  his/her 
property. 

This  was  not  a  tax  bill,  but  a 
statement  of  the  assessed  value 
on  which  taxes  will  be  based 
when  the  tax  rate  is  established. 

“But  NOW  is  the  time  to  appeal 
if  you  feel  the  assessed  (or  full) 
value  of  your  property  is  too 
high,”  said  Gil  Brigham  of  the 
Mayor’s  Citizen’s  Assistance 
Center  (CAC).  “It  will  be  too  late 
to  protest  when  tax  bills  are 
received.” 

Appeals  should  be  presented  at 
Room  2B,  City  Hall,  Brigham 
stressed,  rather  than  Room  164  as 
stated  on  the  Notification  of  New 
Values. 

Brigham  also  advises  persons 
who  may  be  entitled  to  relief 
under  State  Senior  Citizen  Tax 
and  Rent  Assistance  to  obtain  in¬ 
formation  by  writing  the  State 
Franchise  Tax  Board,  345  Larkin 
Street,  S.F.  94102.  Or  call  toll-free 
(800  )  852-7050.  September  30  is 
the  deadline  for  seniors  to  file  for 
property  tax/rent  assistance. 

Seniors  who  are  eligible  for 
state  property  tax  or  rent  relief 
can  get  the  necessary  forms  with 
a  toll-free  call  to  (800  )  852-7700.

In  May.  1906,  the  first  segment  was  finished  and  went  into  service 
between  Santa  Cruz  and  Swanton 

The  next  spring  trouble  again  stalked  the  company.  On  a  dark,  foggy 
night  near  Alemany  and  the  Bayshore,  a  work  crew  accidently  ran  the 
electric  engine  beyond  its  overhead.  Unable  to  get  the  engine  back 
again,  they  called  for  a  steam  engine  to  pull  it  back. 

Stranded  and  waiting,  the  crew  came  across  a  bottle  of  Three-Star 
Hennessy  and  proceeded  to  “fortify  themselves  against  cold  feet  and 
sore  throats,”  according  to  Brant.  The  steam  engine  arrived  and  its 
crew,  too,  “warmed  themselves.”  They  coupled  on  and  the  electric 
was  pulled  back  onto  the  track,  but  something  went  terribly  wrong  — 
“there  was  a  blinding  flash  that  lit  the  whole  area,”  and  the  electric 
engine  became  a  mass  of  flafnes.  Luckily,  a  downpour  of  rain 
smothered  the  flames,  but  the  engine  was  destroyed. 

On  June  26, 1906,  Harvey  staged  a  grand  tour  for  the  supervisors  and 
officials  on  the  newly  completed  electrified  railway  at  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  end. 

In  September,  1907,  the  rails  reached  Rockaway  and  a  very  popular 
excursion  service  was  opened  between  San  Francisco  and  the  beach. 

In  June,  1908,  Granada  and  Tunitas  Glen  were  served.  The  company 
was  just  26  miles  from  the  goal  of  service  between  San  Francisco  and 
Santa  Cruz,  a  dream  that  was  never  realized.  Stanley  Steamer  buses 
shuttled  the  passengers  between  the  two  points,  but  the  tracks  were 
never  finished.  In  the  fall  of  1909,  Ocean  Shore  declared  bankruptcy 
and  went  into  receivership.  In  January,  1911,  a  group  (C.C.  Moore, 
F.W.  Bradley,  A.C.  Kain  and  R.B.  Robbins)  bought  the  system  for 
$1,135,000  and  operated  it  with  moderate  success. 

Five  years  later  a  massive  landslide  stopped  all  service  south  of 
Pedro  Valley. 

After  a  lengthy  battle  with  the  Mission  neighborhood  (where  the  San 
Francisco  terminal  stood)  about  the  freight  hauling,  plus  involvement 
with  the  carmen’s  strike  of  1917,  the  Ocean  Shore  was  crippled  beyond 
repair. 

In  1921,  Southern  Pacific  attempted  to  reinstate  service  on  the  north 
end  and  join  it  to  the  K  line  at  St.  Francis  Circle,  but  this,  too,  was  un¬ 
successful.  Rails  were  removed  and  eventually  that  spur  was  paved 
and  named  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard.

From  1864  on,  many  rail  companies  ran  their  tracks  through  our 
part  of  the  city:  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo  Railway,  the 
Market  Street  Railroad,  Southern  Pacific,  and  the  most  glamorous  — 
and  perhaps  the  saddest  of  them  all  —  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway. 

The  dream  was  to  put  tracks  from  San  Francisco  to  Santa  Cruz 
along  this  most  scenic  stretch  of  the  Pacific  Ocean.  Four  men  J. 

Downey  Harvey,  Walter  Dean,  C.C.  Moore  and  Alfred  Bowen  —  form¬ 
ed  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Corp.  and  applied  for  a  franchise  in  May, 

1905. 

The  move  was  hotly  opposed  by  the  Southern  Pacific  people  who 
claimed  they  had  applied  for  the  franchise  first  (they  had).  But  this 
was  the  era  of  Mayor  Schmitz  and  the  nefarious  Abe  Ruef,  and  a  little 
more  was  necessary  than  just  being  the  first  or  highest  bidder. 

Quoting  Rudolph  Brant  from  the  Western  Railroader,  “Some  say  the 
presentation  of  a  Turkish  rug  to  Mayor  Schmitz  by  Downey  Harvey, 
along  with  an  undisclosed  sum  of  money,  paved  the  way  for  a  San 
Francisco  franchise  including  a  branch  line  through  Golden  Gate 
Park.” 

Construction  began  immediately  from  both  ends  of  the  proposed 
line,  and  just  as  immediately  was  thwarted  by  Southern  Pacific  which 
threw  a  spur  directly  across  the  projected  route. 

Also,  owners  of  the  proposed  S.F.  terminal  site  decided  that  if 
Harvey  could  afford  to  pay  off  Schmitz,  then  perhaps  the  asking  price 
for  the  land  wasn’t  enough,  so  up  it  went  until  a  deadlock  was  reached. 

Ocean  Shore  selected  another  site  at  12th  and  Mission  Streets ;  the  pur¬ 
chase  was  quietly  made  and  the  next  month  the  supervisors  approved 
a  new  franchise  for  a  line  to  connect  the  new  terminal  with  the 
railhead  at  Army  and  Vermont.  The  tracks  ran  from  Army  and  Ver¬ 
mont  over  the  Bernal  Cut  to  what  is  now  Alemany  Boulevard,  out 
Alemany  through  Colma,  then  to  Rockaway,  skirting  the  coast  on 
down  to  Santa  Cruz. 

The  1906  earthquake  and  fire  brought  more  troubles  to  the 
beleaguered  Ocean  Shore.  The  quake  caused  a  large  part  of  the  road¬ 
bed  to  slide  into  the  ocean,  taking  along  with  it  much  of  the  construc¬ 
tion  equipment.  But,  undaunted  and  underfinanced,  construction  went 
on  f
